But there would be very little 
Americanism in if and we, are not pre- 
snxed to surrender that boon even to 
confer an educational advantage on 
the aboriginal Inhabitants. It is bet- 
ter for Hawaii to have American rule 
ftam native rule and for that reason 
the Governor appointed by the Presi-( 
^ent will himself name the great ofli- 
cers of State. Deprive him of that 
right and confer it on the natives and 
be becomes but little more than the 
immaterial chairman, of a government 
which, In its character, its methods of 
business and its personel will bear a 
fateful resemblance to that which went

There are 
safer citizens here in the dominating 
political class than Arizona, New 
Mexico and Utah had In the beginning 
and there are more men capable ol 
working out a high degree of culture 
and civilization than there are today 
In the State of Nevada. Under such 
circumstances why should we be kept 
out any longer than, say, the first of 
the coming year? No good can be 
done the United States by holding Ha- 
waii in suspension; much discomfort 
and some harm might result from It 
here. 


Senator Cullom may be trusted to 


push these views to the uttermost. We 
know of no one in Congress as yet, 
who intends to seriously antagonize 
them and If any one gets in that frame 
of mind it should be the business of 
our unofficial delegates to Washington 
to see that he does not lack for dis- 
suading information. 


ETHICS OF THE THEATEE. 


The new vogue of the theater in this 


city is one of the signs of a spreading 
and strengthening Americanism which 
must not be overlooked. For years 
play actors got as cold a reception here 
as they would have done in a Connecti- 
cut town of a century ago. Doubtless 
many Thespians who came deserved it 
but apart from that the better class of 
the white community'took the round- 
head view of the stage and would have 
none of the "unclean thing." In the 
fifties Edwin Booth played his "fare- 
well debut" in a private ball to a beg- 
garly array of empty benches, and as 
late as 1890 Honolulu was regarded by 
theatrical companies as nothing better 
than a one-night stand for artists pass- 
ing to and fro between Australia and 
the Pacific States. One Dailey, an un- 
qualified barn-stormer of San Fran- 
cisco, brought down some people in 
1894 to stay over a steamer, and to his 
astonishment the 
white population 


turned out and welcomed his cheap 
melodramas with crowded and enthu- 
siastic houses. Dailey and his com- 
pany wore Baxter street clothes when 
.hey landed and their stage wardrobes 
were fearsome to the, eye. It was 
nothing to Dailey to use a red flannel 
gown as a Cardinal's robe, but when 


left he was able to pay for costumes 


of furred silk. He and his company 
also blossomed out in the latest tailor- 
made street gear and when they final- 
y reached San Francisco, "dressed to 
he handle," as Dailey put it, they 
were the talk of the RIalto for a 
month. Then came the deluge. Good 
actors argued that if there was money 
in Honolulu for a Dailey season there 
must be plenty of it for them, 
and 


since that time Honolulu has rarely 
been without fair theatricals and now 
and then has taken in the best of San 
Francisco attractions. 


The spirit in which the moral part 


of the community has taken the inno- 
vation augnrsvwell for the theatrical fu- 
ture aS it does for thfe growing liberal- 
ity and Americanism of these Islands. 
There i* enough of the old Puritanical 
spirit left to insist oa decency and we 
have lately had a satisfactory recogni- 
tion of it on the part of a manager who 
preferred to cut an. opera rather than 
to keep in the vulgarity which would 
Have spun the performance out 
But 


on the whole the better half of Hono- 
lulu sopfety seems to have made up. its 
mind that a play is not wrong per se 
and that a book which may be read 
with profit may be seen profitably in 
its dramatized form; and that songs 
which may be sung in the drawing- 
room suffer nothing from the vocaliza- 
tion of professional artists

again, people are learning to select 
their plays as they do th.eir books.. 
There are bad books Vat ti4t &: ad

We 
re quite aware that the subject is an 
unpleasant one and that removal is 
raught with difficulties, not the least 
>erplexing of which Is the dissentient 
ttitude of the property-owners In any 
ocality which might be chosen as the 
home of the social evil. 
Nevertheless 


here are considerations higher than 
hese. * The. youth, of. Honolulu must be 
rotected as far as practicable from the 
ibtrusive presence of ruinous or con- 
taminating things. Pauahi street is 
ust off a main thoroughfare and it is 
lose to a populous school. Very many 
Aildren pass by dt or through it daily 
nd fhey see and hear things there 


which they should not have the oppor- 
tunity to inquire about, or to know by 
reputation, much less to study for 
themselves 
The interests of a few 


property-owners ought not to weigh 
against those of the many young peo- 
ple who are now being trained to take 
the responsibility of the social orders 
Whatever happens to the minority in 
the way of lessened property values the 
majority should be protected against 
lessened decency and virtue. Besides, 
If a stream must be polluted anywhere 
it had better be near the outlet than 
at the source; and by heeding the 
counsel of the few who own building 
•sites In some quiet place where our 
moral lepers might, but for their pro- 
tests, go and hide froy all but their 
own feiodMheriby leaving such-crea- 
tures to heap their filth in the midst of 
the town, we simply poison the foun- 
tain head of society.

Tthe beginning of 
the end began yesterday afternoon, 
when there was a sudden fai'ure of tihe 
heart, and from this attack Mr. Hobart 
never rallied. He 'had been sick for a 
long time, and had suffered frequently 
from heart failure and his strength had 
been undermined-Gradually failure ot 
the heart's action became more appa- 
rent, and soon afEer midnight last 
nigsn. Mr. Hobart became unconscious. 
He remained in that condition until 
his death. 
In all about 500 messages of cond«- 
lance were received by Mrs. Hobant 
Although many regarded Mr. Hobart's 
illness in ithe «arly part of last somt- 
mer as serious, it was not until Octo- 
ber that <hifl family and f r'ends began 
to despair of his life. Mr. Hobart 
was then informed of the fatal char- 
acter of Ms malady—dilated right 
heart, due to myocardis—and he re- 
.marked, "Well, if tt must be that I am 
to go, I may as well be resigned to 
my fate." 
Three days ago his appetite failed

Hawaii at the last session, and prob-, 
ably should have done so. Tbe Hawaii-1 
an Commission, consisting of Senator 
Morgan, myself and Congressman Hitt^ 
having made a full Investigation of 
conditions in the Islands, had reported 
a bill to Congress providing a form of 
government, but the weighty matters 
which pressed upon Congress in conse- 
quence of the. war with Spain prevent- 
ed the Hawaiian bill from being taken 
up. The) people of Hawaii have now 
waited a whole year upon Congress 
without a murmur. They are loyal, 
patriotic Americans, and they appreci- 
ate the causes for delay In giving them, 
a representative government. 
These 


causes no longer exist, and they have 
a right to expect «arly action." 
"Do yon think committees of Con- 


gress should be sent to Porto Rico and 
the Philippines before any bill creating 
a form of government for those Islands 
Is considered by Congress?" 
( 
"I think ft might be well to do so. 


But probably In the case of Porto Rico 
It may not be necessary. The Porto 
Ricans are thoroughly loyal to the 
United States. There has never beerf 
any disposition among them to ques^ 
tion our sovereignty. It may be that; 
Congress can legislate satisfactorily for 
them without Congressional commit* 
tees visiting the island. That will ap<*. 
pear later. But whether* It Is neces 
sary to send a committee of Congress to 
the island or not, some form of govern- 
ment for the Porto Ricans ought to be 
provided before the conclusion of the 
coming session." 
"Will the bill reported by the Ha- 


waiian Commission for the govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands serve as 
a model for a form of government for 
Porto Rico?"

"It may be of some use, but I doubt 


if it would answer in all particulars. 
The Hawaiians are a very different sort 
of people from the Porto Ricans. The 
Hawaiians are fully Americanized and 
have demonstrated their capacity for 
self-government. They speak the Eng- 
lish language for the most part and

Institutions. 


With the Porto Ricans it is different 
They have never had any experience in 
self-government Their training under 
Spain has not been such as to qualify
